Action of Both Great Britain and Japan 


Has Given Assurance of the Sym pa­ 


thy and Moral Support of the Powers 


Toward the Policy W hich the Presi­ 


dent Has Formulated in Connection 


W ith Troublous State of Things. 


Paris, Au g . 13.—President Hu erta of 
Mex ico, in reply to a requ est sent to 
him by the Matin, cables as follows: 
“The u neasiness reg arding the rela­ 
tions between Mex ico and the United 
States is dev oid of fou ndation.” 


W ashing ton, Au g . 13.—Two dev el­ 
opments hav e emphasized the probabil­ 
ity that President Wilson will hav e the 
sy mpathy and moral su pport of the 
powers for the policy he has ev olv ed 
for settling the Mex ican problem. 
One was the reported intimation by 
the Japanese g ov ernment to the Mex ­ 
ican diplomatic representativ e at To- 
k io that the mik ado will not receiv e 
General Felix Diaz, whom President 
Hu erta has sent as special env oy , to 
ex tend the thank s of Mex ico for Jap­ 
anese participation in the Mex ican 
centennial celebration. 
The other dev elopment that is re­ 
g arded as sig nificant is a statem ent by 
the British foreig n office emphasizing 
the fact that Great Britain in recog ­ 
nizing the H u erta g ov ernment made it 
clear that it reg arded Hu erta as a pro­ 
v isional president who was ex pected 
to ru le only u ntil a constitu tional elec­ 
tion was held. 
These two dev elopments bear ou t 
the 
statem ent 
already 
made, 
that 
President Wilson has reason to feel 
confident of the sy mpathy if not the 
activ e co-operation of the powers in 
his attem pt in bring ing peace to Mex ­ 
ico. The statem ent of the British g ov ­ 
ernm ent was g iv en ou t in answer to 
recent comment that Eng land’s recog ­ 
nition of the Hu erta g ov ernment was 
procu red by financial interests who de­ 
sired to establish the prov isional pres­ 
ident u pon a firmer footing . 
The ad­ 
m inistration was ag reeably impressed 
by the action of the British foreig n 
office as indicating at least a spirit of 
friendliness toward the mission on 
which John Lind has been sent to Mex ­ 
ico City . 
That the British foreig n of­ 
fice has seen fit to mak e a pu blic state­ 
m ent at this critical time is consid- 
j 
ered sig nificant. 
The action of the Japanese g ov ern­ 
ment in refu sing General Diaz an au ­ 
dience with the mik ado was reg arded 
here as ev idencing the resentm ent of 
Japan at the tem erity of the Hu erta 
g ov ernment in perm itting pro-Japan­ 
ese demonstrations and fomenting pro- 
Japanese talk in Mex ico City and Vera 
Cru z when it was k nown that these 
occu rrences wou ld be constru ed as 
anti-American in spirit. 
The demon­ 
stration referred to came a few week s 
ag o preceding the arriv al of the new 
Japanese ambassador to Mex ico, and 
it was ev ident that they were desig ned 
solely to ex press the friendliness of 
Mex icans toward Japan in the m atter 
of her diplomatic difficu lties with the 
United States ov er alien land leg isla­ 
tion in ‘California. 
The pro-Japanese 
talk was reg arded here as pu rely arti­ 
ficial and intended to draw the United 
States into recog nition of the Hu erta 
g ov ernment throu g h fear of Mex ican 
relations wdth Japan. 
It was at that 
time that President H u erta annou nced 
the appointment of General Diaz as a 
special env oy to v isit Japan. Japanese 
officials were reported at the time as 
being displeased at the risk of antag ­ 
onizing the United States ag ainst Jap­ 
an which was inv olv ed in these dem­ 
onstrations. It is believ ed that the in­ 
timation of the mik ado’s inability to 
receiv e Diaz g rew ou t of this displeas­ 
u re. 
General Diaz's party is still on 
the Pacific coast and dou btless its de­ 
partu re for Japan will be delay ed u ntil 
fu rther details are obtained as to the 
attitu de of Japan. 
Mr. Bry an has been in commu nica­ 
tion with Charg e O’Shau g hnessy and 
Special Representativ e Lind. O’Shau g h- 
nessy reported that thing s were qu iet 
at Mex ico City and Lind’s report 
brou g ht no news of dev elopments or 
any importance bearing on his mission.
